Sometimes we have thought that 
the omission mightproceed from the circumstances 
of the list being made up from the cash payments, 
and that that which cost nothing had escaped 
attention — 

" Too light winning, makes the prize light." 

Now, although an individual subscription to the 
fortnightly papers (post-free) is only 5s., the ag- 
gregate cost for 8 1 2 is large, costing the proprie- 
tory £203 per annum. We have determined, on 
revising our list, to make the curtailment where 
it will be least missed, and so enable us to extend 



the distribution in more useful directions. We
